The Cattle Trade. 


When. a man comes into Dublin on a 
Thursday morning and sees drovers with 
ashplants driving great herds of cattle 
to the ships, he sees something that might 
be taken as no less typical of the land 
than the curved, blue hills which form 
the background of the scene. Here is the 
mobile wealth of Ireland's — fruitful 
pastures, prized in all ages. Yesterday, 
perhaps, the Executive of the All-Ireland 
Cattle Traders’ Association gave little 
thought to the antiquity of the trade which 
they represent. They spoke; however, in 
the nation’s behalf, ahd as the parliament 
of the farmers, when they urged ‘thé 
Governments in Ireland “‘ to look after the 
interests of the country’s greatest 
industry.” The issties which they dis- 
cussed are of concern to all who live in 
this island ; for on the cattle export traffic 
rests a heavy proportion of the balance of 
Irish trade. Meagre herds going down to 
the pórts mean reduced purchasing power 
in the markets overseas for the whcle com: 
munity. Yesterday's meeting debated once 
again the problem of the uncompensated 
exporters whose beasts were slaughtered in 
1923 on the discovery of a case of foot- 
and-mouth disease. The prevention of 
similar incidents in the future is a matter 
of first-rate importance if the volume of 
Irish exports is to be improved. Yet more 
urgent is the problem of freight charges. 
Delegates yesterday pointed out that 
freights are being lowered in Canada at 
the very moment when it is proposed to 
increase the charges on Irish cattle sent to 
the English market. .While the cattle- 
producer receives for his cattle but a bare 
margin over the price received before the 
war, when money stood at twice its present 
value, export charges are more than twice 
as high to-day as in the good days that are 
gone. A means must be found to render 
the Irish trade not merely economic, but 
so profitable as to stimulate greatly 
increased production. It was well said 
yesterday that a Government which can 
afford to subsidise sugar ought not to 
shirk from expenditure in establishing the 
staple exporting industry of the Free 
State. A proposal to hold a convention 
for the selection of candidates for Dáil 
Eireann was adopted. . The proposer, Mr. 
Cernelius Crowley, of Cork, declared that 
if shipping agents, dealers, farmers. and 
drovers were to combine, they could elect 
in Southern Ireland at least fifteen 
deputies to represent their interests in the 
Legislature. We are glad to see stock- 
raising farmers thus alert to the need for 
representation in the making of the laws 
and the shaping of the country’s economic 
policy. We shall welcome the election of 
some of the Association’s candidates. It 
ought not to be necessary, however, that any 
section of the country’s farmers should com- 
plain that its views have no exponent in 
the Dáil, In a country in which more 
than three-quarters of the deputies 


Parliament ought to be able and anxious 
to keep the farmers’ interests in the fore- 
front of public policy, An agricultural 
electorate ought to elect no member unable, 
or unwilling, to champion the cattle-raiser 
and the dairy-farmer. 


White Slaves. 


A horrid under-world of shame and 
wickedness is described in the League of 
Nations’ report on the “white slave 
traffic,” which was published yesterday. 
The report was prepared by a special com- 
mittee of experts after visits to many 
countries and -talks with’ some five 
thousand persons who were connected 
with “commercialised prostitution.” These 
experts agree that, although the traffic has 
been hampered in recent years by interna- 
tional laws, it still exists on an extensivé 
scale-especially in lands where ‘public 
opinion tolerates the practice of  registra- 
tion. In some of these lands seventy per 
cent, of the prostitutes are foreigners, and 
hundreds of women are imported annually 
from abroad. The traffickers prefer these 
wretched foreigners, as being ‘easier to 
intimidate and enslave in a country where 
they do not understand the language of 
laws.’’ It is a highly organised business. 
The principal traffickers in different 
countries keep in touch with one another 
end exchange information ; and some serve 
as bankers for the rest. In the upper 
flight of this abominable trade are the 
“ principals,’’ men of capital and owners 
of brothels. Then ‘come the women who 
manage these places, then the souteneurs, 
and, fourthly, the intermediaries who 
transport the victims.

** Exemptions.” 


The Free State Liquor Act of 1924 
ordains a total closing of all public- 
houses on St, Patrick's Day. By the bill 
which is now before Parliament this 
restriction is withdrawn from the four 
county boroughs. There, if the bilk becomes 
law, publicans will be free to sell drink 
between the hours of two p.m. and five 
p.m. on the national holiday; but total 
closing will continue to prevail in the 
ihe county districts and in. the rural 
areas. It does not appear, however, that 
the rural publican has much cause for 
alarm. Last week fifteen publicans in 
Ballybofey, Co. Donegal, applied for per- 
mission to sell drink between noon and 
five o'clock on the coming St, Patrick's 
Day, which will coincide with the local 
market day. The District Justice granted 
the application. We may note that, since 
Ballybofey has a population of only 795 
souls—or should we say, throats?—there 
is one public-house for every fifty-three 
of its men, women and children. A like 
request was made this week on behalf of the 
publicans—apparently, all the publicans— 
of Listowel, They sought permission to open 
their premises next, Thursday between the 
hours of eleven a.m. and seven p.m., when 
the festival of the national Saint will be 
honoured—*‘ Tantum,’’ the poor hares have 
a right to say, ‘‘religio potutt suadere 
malorum ’’—by a. local coursing match. 
Again, the District Justice granted the 
application. Will these two decisions be 
permitted to stand? If a market day is 
held to be a good excuse for the waiving 
of the law, because it collects a crowd, 
the same exemption seems to be justified 
by the Services of the Churches. The 
thirst stimulated by a coursing match 
ought not to enjoy a higher status than 
that which is engendered by a game of 
football or a country walk. In short, the 
law's decisions at Ballybofey and Listowel 
| seem to drive a brewer's dray through the 
Act of Parliament.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. ISAAC CORKEY. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Isaac Corkey, F.,R.C.S.I. and F.,R.C.S.E., a 
distinguished Irish surgeon, which took place 
suddenly on the 7th inst., at-a nursing home 
in London, Mr. Corkey, who was a nephew 
of Sir William Whitla, of Belfast, was a 
brilliant student of Dublin University, where 
he took out the degrees of M.D. and M.Ch. 
He subsequently proceeded to Fellowships in 
the Royal Colleges of Surgeons in Ireland and 
in England. In his early professional career 
he was on the visiting staff of Sir Patrick 
Dun’s. Hospital, Dublin, as junior surgeon, 
and won high praise for his skilful work. 

When the Great War broke out Mr. Corkey 
joined the Royal Army Medical Corps and 
served. with distinction in France. and 
Belgium, being awarded the Military Cross. 
At the conclusion of fhe war he took up 
civilian practice at Epsom, where his out- 
standing ability soon attracted large numbers 
of patients. He married a Miss Ewart, of 
Lisburn, and leaves one son 

His first great sorrow came a few weeks 
ago when his mother died, after a short 
illness, from pneumonia. At that time Mr. 
Corkey was in a nursing home recovering 
from pleurisy and the. after-effects of an 
operation. Last week his recovery had pro- 
gressed so satisfactorily that he was permitted 
to go out for short drives, and he wag to 
have left for his home on the 8th inst. On 
the 7th, however, he had a heart attack and 
passed away suddenly. In his short life of 
35 years he won the affections and esteem of 
all his friends.

The Navy Estimates, issued to-day, show 
a net total of £58,000,000, a reduction of 
£100,000, notwithstanding the fact that 
the provision for new construction is in- 
creased by £899,755 and for the Fleet Air 
Arm by £141,000. The First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in a memorandum accom. 
panying the Estimates, explains. 
many of the administrative economies of 
last year are now coming into effect. 
There is a falling off in personnel of 
four hundred. During 1927 the two new 
battleships, Nelson and Rodney, which 
replaced four: battleships to be scrapped 
under the Washington Agreement, will 
join the Atlantic Fleet, and the remainder 
of the Royal Sovereign class will then 
be transferred to the Mediterranean Fleet. 
Mr. Bridgeman states that the construe- 
tion of the four cruisers of the London 
class was seriously delayed by the coal 
strike. The Navy, like the Air Force, 
has made great progress in its prepara. 
tions for defence against anti-aircraft 
attacks. All the Services’ estimates are 
now complete, and they show an actual 
total increase of nearly £3,700,000 on last

ATHENS, Thursday. 

The Greek capital presents an unusual 
aspect to-day. The greater part of the 
city’s shops and stores are closed, 
together with restaurants and cafés, and 
there is no indication of their immediate 
opening. | 

The Greek shopkeepers and tradespeople 
are striking against the action of the 
Government in deciding not to grant any 
delay after the Ist April for the payment 
of income tax, and against the Govern- 
ment authorisation at the same time for 
landlords to increase the rents of houses, 
departmental stores and buildings in the 
capital and the larger cities by 25 per 
cent. above the rental paid before the war. 
All the shopkeepers and _ tradespeople,

The men are alleged to have obtained 
nearly one million dollars (£200,000) from 
residents of Illinois and Ol:io through sales 
at ten dollars (£2) an acre of land in 
Columbia, to which they had no title. 

According to the prospectus they issued, 
Devore, who called himself “ Legal Adviser 
to the Republic,’’ camped one night by the 
side of a streanr during an exploring trip 
in Columbia. 

Next morning he saw on the opposite | 
bank a number of savages. He made 
friends with them, and was taken to their 
village on the side of a mountain. By 
quarantine measures he checkéd an 
epidemic of smallpox, and in gratitude 
they showed him a tract of land which 
included an oil field, covering 4,000 square 
miles, and huge deposits of gold, platinum 
and precious stones. 

Returning to Bogota, Devore (said the 
prospectus) got a concession for 3,000,000 
acres of this land.

Mr. Cummins (Labour) said that in putting 
forward his amendment, Mr. Counihan had 
preached revalnation. As for Dr. Gogarty, 
if he had made the same speech as he made 
that day in any other national assembly im 
the world, he would have been taken by the 
back of the neck and thrown into jail. (Cries 
of “Oh! oh!” 


There were no, signs—and he said it de- 
liberately—of inefficient training in the Air 
Force. The spirit of the Air Force was one 
of the marvels of our time. (Cheers.) The 
ground staff had been cut down rather too 
fine, and arrangements were being made to 
increase units. But this had no effect 
on the number of accidents. Its only effect 
was to cut down the amount of flying, and 
no unfit machines were permitted to go up. 

Mr. Baldwin added, as an interesting fact, 
that the majority of accidents occurred within 
the first year or two after the pilots had 
passed their qualifying tests. This seemed 
to indicate a temptation to a man to do 
everything he could with his machine whilst 
he was young, and felt that he was the 
complete master of it before he got that 
judgment which came with time. 

AN ELOQUENT APPEAL. 

Let me put this to the House, said Mr 
Baldwin, in conclusion. Many of us who 
were members of this House during the war 
have a vivid recollection of those nights when

SIXTEEN DUBLIN DEATHS 
LAST WEEK. 

During the nine weeks ended Saturday last 
the death rate in the Dublin registration area 
averaged 24.1 per thousand of the population. 
Sixteen of the deaths were from influenza. In 
the three preceding weeks the deaths from 
this disease were 8, 17, and 20. 

In Belfast County Borough 148 deaths were 
registered; 15 of these were from epidemic 

iseases. 

In Northern Ireland the deaths registered 
during the aqvarter ended December 3lst 
numbered 4,567, representing an annual rate 
of 14.5 per 1,000. The number of marriages 
registered was 2.020, an annual rate of 6.4 of 
the estimated population.
